Chan cellor Hardin 
poin ted out that the Un iversity of Nebraska was 
makin g progress in the elimin ation of these 
remedial course?. But it is a lon g process an d 
it can n ot be don e overn ight. 
It in volves the 
high schools, an d the courses of study there. 
Basically though, American education will be 
best served by freedom from legislative in ter­ 
feren ce when it comes to formulation of the cur­ 
riculum.

comin g out of the n ation al meetin g of the Pres­ 
by terian Church at Omaha was about a man who

But we imagin e the 
several hun dred 
clergy men

Each in his

postulan t himself saw n othin g difficult in the 
choice. In his ex perien ce with two kin ds of liv­ 
in g he chose a richer life over a richer ban k 
accoun t. 
We would say in the lon g ran ge he 
used excellen t judgmen t. 


It is a commen tary on a materialistic age that 
livin g is made a price tag affair—a con cept which 
if pursued to totality will make brigan ds, toll tak­ 
ers, ban k robbers an d coun terfeiters of us all. 
Certain ly in the ultimate even t it would elimin ate 
brotherhood an d most of the other thin gs we 
can n ot live without. 
Most of us n eed a refresher course in what 
comes first as eviden ced by these tell-tale thin gs 
like feature stories of men who “give up so 
much” to become a min ister. 
It is still a privileged ex isten ce to be a clergy ­ 
man , a judge, a teacher or a social service 
worker. There Is even somethin g worthwhile in 
acceptin g a modest livin g for the privilege of 
tellin g the truth about the facts which is the 
sum total of reportin g an d editin g.

Ther« was the chan ce the Sen ate, when It got 
aroun d to it, would reverse the surprise action 
of the House in killin g a substan tial part of Sec^ 
retary Ben son ’s soil ban k program aimed to re­ 
duce surpluses of farm commodities. Yet House 
action in Itself furn ished impressive eviden ce of 
a con tin uin g moun tin g discon ten t in Con gress 
over the Ben son farm program, which he him­ 
self say s should be given a thorough overhaul­ 
in g. 


It was in evitable that soon er or later charges 
of waste would arise in con n ection with the soil 
ban k program. Secretary Ben son may feel ever 
ao deeply about the accumulatin g surpluses of 
farm commodities which have bedeviled him an d 
his han dlin g of the Agriculture Departmen t from 
the time he took over, but this 
busin ess of pay in g farmers hun ­ 
dreds of million s of dollars for 
permittin g their lan d to lie idle 
rubs even the ben eficiary of soil 
pay men ts the wron g way an d in the case of peo­ 
ple in the larger cities could n ot otherwise than 
fan sen timen t again st the con tin uan ce of the 
program when the deman d is so stron g for 
econ omy . 
What is more importan t to rural 
America, perhaps, is that Secretary Ben son is 
movin g n earer day by day , an d rapidly , at that, 
to the hour for decision . 
What is it that he 
wan ts? 
What does he have to offer to in sure 
those out on the farms of a fair share of the 
n ation al in come? 
The Ben son plan for fixed 
flexible price supports simply has n ot turn ed 
out successfully . It ign ores human n ature. Sin ce 
the turn of the cen tury the observer could con ­ 
clude on ly that the lower the farm price, or the 
n arrower a margin of profit, the greater the 
temptation of the in dividual lan d own er or farm 
operator to plan t more acres in order to offset 
lower prices. 


Bein g a mile above sea level is distin ction 
en ough in Nebraska an d leaves the southeastern 
part of the state with n othin g to say . It doesn ’t 
amoun t to an y thin g in this battle of elevation s. 


But it is in terestin g to n ote that the fall from 
Rulo to New Orlean s is about equal to the 
fall from Gran d Islan d to Ruio an d it is on ly 
on e fifth of the rise between Richardson Coun ty 
an d either Kimball or Ban n er Coun ty . When 
it comes to talkin g about sea level y ou have 
just about had it when y ou leave southeast Ne­ 
braska. 


WASHINGTON - The amazin g 
fact about this Republi« an admin ­ 
istration is that it forgot the lesson 
taught by an earlier Republican 
admin istration .

It was un der the cry of econ omy that the 
House Wedn esday voted to kill the soil ban k pro­ 
gram at the en d of the y ear. There were cries 
of waste an d misman agemen t. 
In 
votin g to 
termin ate the program before the harvest season 
of 195S, 154 Democrats were join ed by 38 Re- 
pubfican s. Opposed to the step were 46 Demo­ 
crats an d 141 Republican s, so that the issue itself 
more or less followed party Rn es.

The question of greatest con cern in the even t 
the Sen ate follows in the footsteps of the H ouse- 
un likely but n evertheless a possibility in the 
moun tin g rebelUwi in Washin gton —is, where do 
we go from here? Bey on d the n atural, un der­ 
stan dable opposition over the lon g pall to takin g 
con siderable tracts of lan d 
out of cultivation , the fact 
remain s that the soil ban k 
did n ot en able Mr, Ben son 
to reduce production last 
y ear because of in ten sive .methods of cultivation , 
improved seed, an d die fact that much of the 
lan d taken out of cultivation was submargin al 
an d un fitted for production . Secretary Ben son 
has a choice of try in g to pick up the pieces, chief 
of which would be a return to price supports 
based on 90 per cen t of parity . He himself seems 
to thin k that the farmer wall prosper best through 
the elimin ation of con troJj an d adoption of the 
free market.

Experiment Worked 


The suggestion of an swers, in part at least, 
of how to accommodate advan ced studen ts an d 
alleviate the shortage of fully train ed y oun g 
people is to be foun d in an in terestin g adven ­ 
ture by the Fun d for the Advan cemen t of Educa- 
tion . 


Several y ears ago, with the co-operation of 
Yale an d Columbia Un iversities, the Un iversity 
of Utah an d the Un iversity of Wiscon sin , it 
brought about the advan cemen t to college of 
y oun g people who had n ot y et received their 
formal high school diplomas. The college en ­ 
tran ce ex amin ation boards accepted them on 
the basis of their preparedn ess plus recom­ 
men dation of high school authorities. Several 
y ears of trial in dicated that these y oun gsters 
did better in college than those of equal ability 
who remain ed in high school for the regular 
period. They also seemed able to make adult 
social adjustmen ts without difficulty . Ex cept 
for Wiscon sin , which is still evaluatin g its tests, 
the participatin g schools have corrected their 
en tran ce requiremen ts, elimin atin g the pre­ 
requisite of a high school diploma. 


Such^ adven tures challen gin g the validity of 
tradition al approaches are to be en couraged. 
Not all will work, but it does n ot follow that 
every habitual school practice is best. If they 
are n cH challen ged then it is probable that n ew 
in vestmen t an d ex pan sion will fall ihort of 
modern education al n eed. 


WASHINGTON—Democrats who 
thin k they kn ow a good issue when 
ihey see it are becomin g in creas­ 
in gly restive over the slow start 
ef the Sen ate Fin an ce Committee’s 
iiiquiry in to the Eisen hower adr 
min istration ’s mon etary an d fiscal 
policies.

The en ticin g prospect that some 
sen ators see here is an other Ban k 
of the Un ited States case where 
the question was whether the gov­ 
ern men t or the private ban ks would 
con trol the cen tral ban kin g sy s- 
tern . That fight set the character, 
as n othin g else did, of the admin - 
irlration of An drew Jackson as a 
champion of the people. It set a 
pattern for the Democratic Party 
V hich, in theory at least, the party 
con iin ues to follow.

To the editor of The Lin coln 
Star: I should like to ex press a 
poin t of view an d make a few 
observation s con cern in g the over­ 
whelmin gly popular view in Ne­ 
braska at the presen t time that 
stresses econ omy in govern men t 
an d “ holdin g the lin e” in private 
social welfare as a desirable pol­ 
icy . 
Policies that are desirable are 
based on truthful accoun ts of the 
situation s with which they claim 
to deal. An d the impression is 
widely given an d an impression 
psy chologically is bein g attempted 
to be developed that Nebraska is 
in the throes of an econ omic de­ 
pression as dire an d as gloomy 
as the early 30’s. 
Aware of certain aspects of the 
econ omy that are less healthy an d 
buoy an t than they were an d the 
con sequen ces of several y ears of 
drought, n evertheless the basic at­ 
titude of the state legislature an d 
other mun icipal an d civic groups 
is n ot on e based on facts. 
Nebraska’s busin ess y ear last 
y ear was good. 
It may be that as a social worker 
I am particularly sen sitive to the 
fact that the n eeds of man y of 
the less fortun ate in Nebraska are 
badly laggin g behin d the services 
presen ted in man y of our n eigh­ 
borin g midwestern states.
